A fter trying all the 
doors and windows in an attem p t to 
get into the hou^e, Miss Ram er and 
Mr. Cromwell went to the barn and 
found all the horses anc! other live­ 
stock in their places.

Returning to the house, they broke 
through a cellar door but were un­ 
able to get to the first flo^r because 
the door a t the head of the steps was 
locked.

IMPORTANCE OF FERTILIZER 


Properly Applied, it Has Good Effect 
on Set of Fruit Buds. 


The fertilization 
of bearing 
fruit 
trees is as impprtant as the pruning 
operation. 
Some fruit growers 
be­ 
lieve that pruning will produce good 
crops regardless of other orchard op­ 
erations. 
But in order that fruit buds 
might have a fair chance to form, pro­ 
per soil 
management must 
be prac­ 
ticed according to County Agent Hoff­ 
man. 
If the trees are cultivated properly, 
that is, cultivated before any growth 
of vegetation 
takes 
place 
in 
the 
spring and continued aid ii about July 
IO, then on soils of medium fertility, 
apple trees should require no applica­ 
tion of fertilizer. 
But when the trees 
are in sod it will be absolutely neces­ 
sary to apply some form of nitrogen 
bearing 
fertilizer. 
Sodium 
nitrate 
has been found to be about the most 
effective per unit that can be applied. 
For old bearing trees in sod, about 
six or seven pounds of sodium nitrate 
applied about ten days before blossom­ 
ing will give good results in growth 
of these old trees. 
This should be ap­ 
plied in a ring around the old tree, not 
closer than 
five or six 
feet to 
the 
trunk and extending out a little be­ 
yond the spread of the branches. Such 
application 
may also directly 
affect 
the set of fruit the same season it is 
applied.
